STRIKE COURT ORDERS. 


‘The Strike ‘Union in Canton is 
endeavouring to’--force all non- 
Union workers either sto join’ exist- 
ing organisations orto form new 
Unions, threats being isgued to 
those who do not appear willing to 
comply with its orders. 


In practically. every instance, 
with the exception of the workers 
at the Canton Hospital, these 
'thrents have proved effective, and 
it is noteworthy that, no sooner ia 


a new. Union registered at the De- 


partment of Labour than a strikd is 
Keslared and demands made ‘fos 
highér pay and fewer - working 
hours, with the result that somie 
shops 
whilst many piecegoods firms have 
discharged all their employees, 
Some of these have - suspended 
wotk for nearly. two months, and 
still the employers and employees 
are unable to come to terms. Such 
demands ay the allocation of 5% 
of the total invoice cost .of. all 
goods purchased by {me firm, fo be 
| distributed among the employees 
as ‘perquisites, and that no em- 
ployee be discharged without inves- 
tigation and approval of the 
Latour Union, the employers find 
it impossible to accept. 

Apart from these cases, there 
are reports concerning the Strike 
Union taking judicial power into 
its own hands, some 6f its deci- 
sions having forced the. closing of 
businesses, ‘In’ one case, the pro- 
prietor o£, a certain bookstore on 
the Wing Han Road reprimanded 
his cook for carelessness, and, the 
cook brought the case before the 
Strike Union. --A summons was 
issued to the owner of the book 
atore te nppear at the Court of the 
Strike. Union, with the result that 
he was fined: fifty dollars for de- 
''aming the cook’s character, and at 
the same time ordered +0 increase 
the wages of the -cook by five 
dollars, «The consequence was 
that the proprietor closed his shop 
rather than submit to the order. 
The above is but one of many cases 
of high-handed action by the Strike 
Union. ;
